Last Friday ifight marked the clos 
ing of the Fourteenth year of the 
Lindsey- Wilson Training School. 

The term has been one of the most 
successful in the history of the insti- 
tution, the dormitories being full .of 
young men and young ladiea almoat 
continuously. 

There was an intermissimi of three 
weeks early in the spring on account 
of one case of smallpox making its ap- 
pearance in the boys' dormitory, the 
pupils all going to their respective 
homes, bat the popn^ity of the 
school was demonstrated, when it re- 
opened, all the pupils with but few ex- 
ceptions retnmlng. But sloknesB will 
not again necessitate the calling off of 
time, as an additional buikiing, com< 
for&Uy fomMied, win be erected 
away from the main buildings, to he 
used as a hospital, in the event siQk- 
neaa shooM make ita appearance. 

There is not a more healthy location 
in Kentucky than where the Lindsey- 
Wilson bolldinga are altoated. They 
are located on a hill, giving a fine view 
of the whole town of Columbia. 
There la plenty of shade, and the wa- 
ter is as fine as ever come out of tlie 
ground. Ttie buildings are heated by 
atoam and are lif^ted bgr etoetrleity. 
This school was founded by the Louis- 
ville Conference and citizens of Colum- 
bia and Adair eoonty and the Coinm- 
bia district, nnirily for training boys 
and girls to enter college and till use- 
ful statkMs in Hfe. The eoorse of 
study is correlated with Vanderbilt 
University and conforms to the en- 
trance requlrementa of the bMt <rf 
colleges. The fourteen years of its ex- 
istence has fully justified the wisdom 
of its founders. Nearly fifty thoo- 
sand dollars has t)een expended in 
erecting the buildings and furnishing 
tbesMno. More'llinn a half daasn 
towns were after the school, but the 
enterprising people of Columbia won 
out^y their most liberal donatlonB. 

The Educational Board of the Louis- 
ville Conference was here last week, 
and It reported that it waa well pleaa- 
ed with this year's work. 

The Board announced that before 
September every thing nnf ssnsij to be 
dofie would be accomplished. 

Several weeks ago Prof. Paul Chand- 
ler waa eleeted iNrlneipal fortheenen- 
ing year. 

There will be an ample and compe- 
trat corps of teachers, all the nasnen 

of the faculty to be announced in the 
next week or two. A number of expe- 
rienced men are available. 

Before the Lindsey-Wilson was es- 
tablished. Columbia had a population, 
according to the census, of 68S aotth. 
It now numbers its inhabitants to 
something close to l,5iJU. There have 
been more dwellings ballt ia CoimsMa 
in the last fourteen years than were 
in it before the school was started. 

The patronage of the Lindaey* 
Wilson comes from a distance in the 
main, as there is alao supported, in 
this town a Ondad Sdwol doing good 
work. 

The pupils who come from a dis- 
tance patroni/.e our merchaataandgnK 
cers, hence Columbia business men are 
greatly ijenefitted in a tinancial way. 
It shoukl be the pride of every think- 
ing person in Adair county. Its 
friends are not only loyal .to the school, 
but also glory In the artiaiioament of 
the town.

Tlie extraaion departnmit of 
Kmtaeky Agrienltare sends the 
following appeal to farmers of 
this StatA, with special applica- 
tion to the Blue Grass region: 

The central Blue Grass region 
is the most fertile part of Ken- 
tucky and is capable of produc- 
ing an enormously greater food 
supply than it has ever done. It 
is the patriotic duty of every far- 
mer in thia fleh aeetiim to pro- 
duce all die food eropa poeaible 
during tUa' tioM of atreia. Let 
him not deeehre hinMolf by 
tiiinldng that b eeana e he can 
get a large price for his tobacco, 
he can buy such food products 
aa he may not raise on the farm. 

In the first place, he m^ be 
surprised to find food at such 
high prices that his ground 
would have been more profitably 
cultivated in food crops. In the 
second place, he may find that 
he cannot buy food, no matter 
how much money he may have. 

We shall not try to tell the 
farmer whether he shall grow 
totMceo or not, bat we can aafidy 
say that he is not doing hiadnty 
to his eoontry if he doaa net i|ro- 
diiea ae moeh of food pndoets 
as it b|r any imiotb poaaibla. 

Many of oar people have tiia 
idea that Kentneky haa been in 
tiia hhbit of producing h^r own 
supply of foodstoffs, .bat this is 
not th€ case, as we import large 
quantities of food aopplies evety 
year. 

If a farmer in the Blue Grass 
section can grow tobacco and al- 
so produce a maximum of food 
crops, he may grow tobacco, but 
if it is a case of neglecting one 
or the other, then there can be 
no question that it ia his duty to 
g^ve up tobaeeo. Tho' danger 
ar^ng from tobaeeo ptodoetioii 
in Kentodqr at this time la not 
from the aereao'e devoted to the 
erop, but the labor reqoired to 
grow. it. The labw .expended 
on an acre of tobaeeo would pro- 
duce ten acres of corn. We 
have the land in the Blue Grass 
but not the labor.

Sorghum ds a farm crop has 
been generally underestimated. 
Corn is frequently grown and 
used under conditions wherein 
sorghum would be a much mors 
vahiaUecrop. The department 
<tff!vm eropa of tiia Ooilw of 
(Lgriealtara la of the opuMtbat 
a more general oae of aotshom is 
hmdered 1^ a ladi of iBforma- 
tion concerning tiie anq^ bytta 
fact that under certain very ex- 
ceptional conditions sorghum be- 
comes poisonous to stock, and by 
the opinion that the crop is hard 
on land. The last two hin- 
drances are by no means serious. 

Aside from its special use for 
syrup, sorghum owes its value 
aa a general farm crop to tinea 
oQtatanding charaebBriatieB of 
the plant. In the first place, the 
sorghum plant, pooad forpooad, 
ia neaily aa vahiable f or feeding 
as com. Again, under condi- 
tiona lavorable for the growth of 
corn, sorghum will outyield corn 
as forage (including ensilage) 
and will compare favorably with 
corn in yield of grain. Finally 
the ability of sorghum to with- 
stand adverse conditions, espec- 
ially drouth, makes the crop an 
extremely reliable one for the 
produetkm of feed. Siaea the 
greateatoaeof aorghom ia for 
feed, itavahie moat bereekmied 
in its ability to protee feed. 
The varieties of sorghum are di- 
vided into two groups, sweet or 
saccharine and grain or non- 
saccharine. The sweet sor- 
ghums are grown for forage, 
pasturage, silage and as soiling 
crops, while the grain sorghums 
are grown chiefly for grain.

The Emperor has no vote on laws 
passed by these bodies. The 
Bundesrat represents the indi- 
vidual States o£ Germany; it has 
six^-one nmnbns'^ and these 
members are appdnted bj the 
gov«niBient& of the individual 
States for each eeenon. It is 
{Kosided over by t^e 'ChaneeUor 
oftiM Empire. The Reichstag 
represents the people of the Em- 
pire; it has 397 members and 
they are elected by universal 
suffrage for a term of five years. 
It has a president, elected by the 
Deputies. Both bodies meet in 
annual session, convoked by the 
Emperor. Tlie Empermr has the 
right of provogoing and disserv- 
ing the ReiehstMr with the eon- 
osnt of the Bondesrat; bat with- 
oateonsent of the Reichstag the 
prorogation must not exceed 
thirty days, while in ease of dis- 
solution new elections must take 
place within six days, and a new 
session must open within ninety. 
All laws for the Empire must re- 
ceive the votes of an absolute 
majority of the Bundesrat and 
Reichstag. 

It win be seen that as Em- 
peror the German monarch has 
eompontiyely little power; but 
M King of PMia he controls 
the oevesteen Praiahui votes in 
the Bondesrat (the next largest 
btate repreooitttiMi in six) and 
gains far more power thereby. 
It should also be noted that the 
Chancellor of the Empire is re 
sponsible, not to the legislative 
bodies, but to the Emperor alone.

Many people seem to think 
that any type of road should 
cost the same amount of money 
no matter what conditions are 
encountered or where the road 
is located. 

Some men when estimating 
the coat of oonstroction of a road 
in order to detarmioe whether 
the countj wiU have aoflleieiit 
fondif to caostmet a ecrtain type, 
taLetfae average eoat of eon- 
strdetiiMiiit that typo in some 
lociditgr where conditions are 
different and when they find the 
road costs more than they had 
estimated, blame the Engineer 
and in a number of cases do 
their utmost to have him dis- 
charged. 

Seldom do such persons stop 
to think that conditions are not 
the same in all counties and sel- 
dom alike in any two copnties. 
Thenomber of eobic yards of 
excayati(m on one road may be 
doaUethat on another im the 
same eowa^, mnch leae in any 
other eoqnty. More linage 
strncturea wiU most likely have 
to be built on one road than on 
another, the material for sur- 
facing the road misrht have to 
be shipped into the county, 
whereas quarries exist along the 
proposed road in some other lo- 
cality, material might also have 
to be hauled farther and water 
with which to sprinkle the road 
might not beao plentifoL The 
amount' of metal required for 
any two roads ia not the same, 
labor eonditioQa, eostoof teama, 
distance of wqtk fiem railrdud, 
etc., all infloence prices, like- 
wise the coat of* work, 

A weUioeatod voadeaa here- 
boilt. seam - fa ^ and maintained 
at a far less cost per mile than 
a poorly located road. If the 
well located road has been prop- 
erly graded and the money ex- 
pended for grading represents a 
permanent improvement and the 
cc(st of grading will be eliminat- 
ed in the cost of resurfacing or 
rebuilding. If drainage stract- 
ures of permaosnt tsrps and. aaf- 
ficient aiie have been provided, 
the eoat is agafai ndnced. It 
shook! not be diflteolt to under- 
stand why, the same type of road 
and the same width of metal 
surfacing in another tocality 
may coat more per mQe. 

The cQstof any road will large- 



ly depend opM the foUowhig 

conditions: 

First— Traffic, type, width 
Second — Excavation and drain- 

age requirements. 

Third— Availability ol mater 
ials for construction. 

Fourth — Labor conditions and 
distance from transportation fa 
dlitiea. 

Rarely, if ever have all these 
conditkMia been identical on any 
tworoada or ever two eonaeeu 
tive aeetMoa of one road. Gom 
parieonof eoatoper mQe on to- 
tal length of roada may laid to 
faulty condudons and 
cost data. 

If any man will carefully con 
sider the cost of several miles of 
road, he will find that no two 
miles will be equal. This is not 
only true of roads built in ad- 
joining counties, but is also true 
when the construction consider- 
ed is all iion the same road or 
roads in the same county. 

Every mile of kiterurban or 
railroad line does not coat the 
same and the aame atatonent 
appliee equally to roada. Thore- 
f ore, when apeakhug about the 
eoet of any road tb^ vaakma 
items which enter into ita eoak 
must be recUbned, excavation to 
be estimated at prevailing prices 
in that territory, all culverts and 
bridges included, and finally the 
cost of surfacing, giving due 
consideration to the availability 
of stone, water, 4abor conditions, 
etc., and a final summation of 
all elements which enter the 
cost of the road, will give a true 
eatimate and that ia the only 
way any definite idea can be 
gained.
